Coroner's Enquiry 
Yesterday. . 

As the Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon the Coroner (Mr RE 
Lindsell} coriducted an enquiry intv 
the death of a man Hawed Leung 
Kam-wa, 57, blacksmith foreman, 
employed ut a shop ia Weosung 
Street, Yaumati. ‘ 

The jurors were Messrs, T. P. M. 
Bevan (foreman), J. G. Martin and

Outlining the circumstances the 
Covoner stated tha: the deceased 
Way knocked down by a moter car 
driven by Sub-Inapector Grant, of 
the Water Police Station, at the 
tunctien of Jurdan and »Canton 
Roads, just-on the border «f Yau. 
mati. |The medical evidence was, 
not fortheoming in the witness-byx 
owing tu the fact that Dr. Small-5, 
Government Medical OfScer, had an 
accident, but the docter had seat 
to the Court a medical -certificate 
as to the injuries of the deceased. 
Ht the jury desired to have Dr. 
Smalley called later on, it coutd be 
done. The Coroner then read ‘the 
medical’ certificate which stated ‘that 
the deceased died shortly after ad- 
mission to the Kwong Wab Hos. 
pital, The post-mortem examina 
tion revealed that there was an ex: 
tensive fracture of the base of the 
skull due to the deceased’s head 
striking the ground in the region of 
the left eye and the forehead, 
where oxtensive bruising and a deep 
wound were noticed. 


Inspector's Evidence,
